When Harry Stovey, Bill 
Lange, King Kelly, John 
Willie Keeler, Fred and 
some of the other old-timers ran 
up their high totals in base steal- 
ing an entirely different system of 
scoring was in use. At that time 
a stolen base was scored every 
time a runner-advanced a base or 
scored on a fly. Had this system 
been in vogue in the last twenty 
years Cobb would have doubled his 
base-stealing marke in nearly ev- 
ery season, 


ART HAS GONE BACK 
Since Cobb declined as a base 
runner this baseball art has gone 
back. That was not the fault of 
Cobb, but the result of the lively 
ball. Just as Cobb began going 
back the lively ball was intro- 
duced. The result was that base 
running and bunting were neglect- 
These two features have not 
kept pace with pitching, hitting 
and fielding in baseball develop- 
ment. With the lively ball in play 
the percentage rests with the t- 
ter and not with the base runner. 
The chance of the batter smashing 
@ ball past the infield ie far great- 
er than hie chance of bunting safe- 
ly or stealing. 
| As far as base running is con- 
cerned the new crop of base run- 
ners—men like Frisch, Youngs, 
Heathcote, Cuyler, Bigbee, Carey, 


ley Harris—do not give the study 
to base running that was given 
fifteen y ago when Cobb was 
at his peak. They are not so ef- 
fective as the leading base run- 
ners of Cobb’s day because they 
do not pay close enough attention 
to the individual style of delivery 
used by the pitchers and also be- 
cause they have not perfected the 
fadeaway slide, which is an all- 
important feature in base stealing. 

King Kelly was the man who 
introduced the fadeaway slide. 
Kelly was intelligent and versatile, 
too, for he was a catcher and an 
outfielder, and good at both jobs,

The Santa Fe, as Mr. Storey 
shows in his study of rates, re- 
ceived an average of 1% 
hauling a ton of freight one mile 
Iin.the first eight months of this 
year. This is an increase of only 
% of a cent since 1918. 

What the Santa Fe president 
contends is that the consumer is 
not paying a price for goods that 
represents a substantial proportion 
for freight charges. Especially on 
men’s clothes, citrus chipments 
and several other articles cited, his 
figures indicate that goods shipped 
west from Chicago to Los Angeles 
or other distant points un the San- 
ta Fe system are not paying an un- 
reasonable charge for the service. 

The freight on oranges from 
California to Santa Fe territory 
east of the Rockies is about 8 cents 
a dozen, or two-thirds of a cent 
each. This charge includes the 
refrigerator service nec ry to 
handle the fruit and the use of 


special transportation equipment.

FIELD DOUBLED 


| ' Spectacular Well Blowout Extends Producing Area 


Fully Mile and One-Half 


By a spectacular oll and gas blowout which occurred early yes- 
terday the preducing area of the Ventura-avenue field at Ventura was 
extended fully a mile-and a half east of present production, and the 
size of the field was at the same time virtually doubled, tn the opinion 
of Southern California oil operators. ' ; 


The blowout occurred Jn the 
Lloyd No. 101 well which the As- 
sociated Oil Company has been 
irilling as an eastern outpost hole 
m its 4000-acre Lioyd lease. When 
he drill went into the of] sand 
at a depth of approximately 4700 
feet the gas pressure became s0 
heavy that it threw the drilling 
mud out of the hole and the well 
began flo through the cir- 
culation. 


OPERATORS EXCITED 

The crew had to pump drilling 
mud into the hole nearly all day 
before they could hold the oil back 
sufficiently to enable the drillers 
to pul) the drill stem. It was re- 
ported last night that the drill had 
gone into saturated oll sand for 
a distance of fully 100 feet, indi- 
cating that the sand was picked 
up at about 4600 feet. 

Late yesterday oil o in 
this city were greatly excited over 
reports of the blowout, and the 
opinion was freely expressed that 
development of production in that 
area uld easily increase the 


potential production of the field 
from its present level of about 
25,000 barrels a day, to at least 
that amount. It was declared that 
the completion of this well would 
classify the Ventura-avenue field 
as one of the big oll fields of the 
State. 


IN HALLS CANYON
